RESUMED MONDAY AFTERNOON 


J«ba H«ff Testifies as to the Defewlut

Tbe Leighninger trial was resumed 


in common pleas court Monday after- 
nociu. 
Leighninger reached the city early 


in tbe day and appeared in the court- 
house, but it was impossible for some 
members of tbe jury to appear for the 
morning session. Mr. and Mrs. Cal- 
boun were there, and Totn Calbouo 
started from their borne at Center 
Valley early this morning. 
He is by 


no means well, and was quite ill be- 
fore leaving home. 
Judge Hunter arrived before noon, 


and when court opened this afternoon 
all seemed in readiness. 


"We will proceed." said Judge Max 


well, but noticing the absence of Cap- 
tain James remarked it. 
"I'll bare him called, your Honcr," 


said Judge Hunter and in a few min- 
utes be was in bis place. 
Delia tlnbcock was called as tbe first 
witness of tbe aftarnoon, and after 
she bad taken the stand Captain 
James decided to bear Kay Mi-Oiffen, 
This caused some delay and John Huff 
was called. 


'-I was clerking at tbe Isleta store 


tbe afternoon of tbe day of tbis shoot- 
ing,''hesaid. '-Iknow Mrs. Rentier, 
but she was not at the store that af- 
ternoon. I didn't know Leighninger 
was at Xewcomerstown. He came into 
the store in tbe evening and borrow- 
ed tbe revolver from me. I didn't see 
him before that time. I know nothing 
of a stranger being in tbe road and 
talking with a stranger late in the 
afternoon." Huff was excused without 
cross examination. 


Bailiff Jeffries could not locate Mc- 


Giffen. 
'•Is he subpoenaed by your side'r" 
asked Attorney Nicholas. 
"Nb. out we have a right to use 
him." 
It then developed that McGiffen 


bad gone after Tom Calboun a ad in a 
few minutes he appeared. 


'•Mctriffen. did you hs,ve a revolver 
the night of the shooting?'* asked 
Captain James. 
"We object, your honor," said Pros- 
ecutor Wheeler and Captain James 
ixplained that be wanted the ques- 
tion answered because it would bring 
nut the face of whether there was a 
conspiracy 
to attack Leighninger 
at night. "We offer to show Ray 


McGiftin had a loaded revolver and 
was in support-ing reach of his brotb- 
r, Charley McGiffin, and Calhoun. We 
iav« a right to show they were the 
assaulting parties.'' Captain James 
quoted a supreme court decision in 
upport of his position. 
While he wi&, speaking Tom Cal- 
loun came in walking on crutches.He 
xx)k an easy chair immediately in the 
rear of Prosecutor Wheeler. 
"I claim Calhoun and Charley Mc- 


Giffin were the aggressors," said Cap- 
tain James, '-and tbis Bay McGiffin 
was there with a loaded revolver to 
asssst them." 
Attorney Nicholas denied the case 
cited by Captain James covered this 
ground. 


Judge Maxwell sustained the objec- 
tion and Captain James noted an objec- 
tion. He wan ted to state it in open 
court, but ProseoutorWheeler objected 
Judge Maxwell said the jury was to uc~ 
derstand;tbat what Captain Jarnea said 
to the stenographer,was not for them. 
Attorney Nicholas wanted the jury to 
retire while tbe Captian made bis 
statement, but Judge Maxwell would 
not allow it- 


Captain James then made bis state- 
ment of what he expected to show by 
McGiffen.

LETTER SENT TO COSHOCTON 


ly Express Was Not in Violation of the Law 


Says a United States Judge. 


Judge Thompson, in the United 
States court at CoIumbuSjFriday, ren- 
dered an important uecision affecting 
he right of express companies to car- 
ry private letters. The agent of the 
Pacific Express company at Jewett 
was charged with violating the postal 
aws in sending by express messenger 
a letter to the agent at Coshocton, re- 
questing him to purchase certain ar- 
ticles to be shipped by the express 
--"mpany to a patron at Jewett. The 
- uurt held that the letter was in fur- 
iberance of the companyTs business 
and therefor not in violation of the 
postal laws.

A highly interesting case both to 


O<shocion people and the public ^en- 
erallv.was that decided by Judge A. C 
Thompson in United States circuit 
court at Columbus Friday. The par- 
ties defendant are S. A. Knapp and 
J. M. Bossert, the principal stock 
holders in lueCosbocton Iron co'jupa- 
uy, now outlining a plant near East 
Main and the W. &L- E. railroad. 
It seems before coming to (^shoe- 
ton the Messrs. Knapp and Bossert 
were employed by the S. Jarvis 
Adams company, a very wealthv cor 
poraiion of Piusburg, and held a 
small amount of stock in the compa- 
ny. It became apparent that those 
in control of the affairs of tbe compa- 
ny were working to freeze out Knapp 
and Bossert. and to save themselves 
tbe latter signed an obnoxious, unrea- 
sonable and one-sided contract with 
tbe company, to get t>ut without being 
squeezed to financial ruin by the ma- 
jority stockholders. 
The Pittsburg 


Sbylocks undertook to prevent these 
gentlemen from ever again engaging 
in this line of business, but they reck- 
oned on a poor contract. 
Judge 
Thompson's decision on the illegality 
of a contract of this character, is of 
very wide public interest, as it is pion- 
eering the way on the principles of 
law involved. "Attorney W. R. 1'om- 
erene argued the case before Judge 
Thompson and is very much el ited 
over the outcome of the legal battle. 
The Columbus Citizen has the follow- 
ing concerning tbe case: 


"A decision of sweeping importance 
was handed down by Judge Thump- 
son in the United States court Friday 
in the suit brought by tbe S. Jarvis 
Adams company.of Pittsburg, against 
Sanford A. Knapp and J. M. Bos.s<>rt.., 
as individuals.and the Coshocton Iron 
company, a corporation. 
"In rendering his decision, Judge 


Thompson made the significant state- 
ment that an attempt by a corpora- 
tion to stifle competition was against 
public policy aud unlawful and should 
be discouraged in every possible man- 
ner. 


"The suit was brought bv the Pitts- 


burg company against the "defendentA 
'.o enjoin them from manufacturing 
or seilmg certain bell dies, tong dies 
or axle balls, similar to ones that are 
now being made by the Pittsburg cor- 
poration". 


'•The Adams company, which is the 
largest corporation of its kind in the 
world prior to 1901. had in its employ 
Knapp and Bessert. Prior to 1900 Mr. 
Adams was the owner of tbe business, 
but in that year the corporation was 
formed. 
Bossert and Knapp were 


given salaries of 32.500 a vear and and 
825,000 in capital stock to'be paid for 
out of the earnings. In 1901 the men 
resigned, but the company declined 
to pay them for the earnings on the 
stock unless they signed a" contract 
not to engage in a similar business in 
this country. The contract was sign- 
ed, the money paid over, and shortly 
afterwards the C-oshoctoo company 
was formed. 


"The company brought suit to have 
the defendants enjoined, but the pe- 
tition was demurred to, the defense 
being that the contract was against 
public policy and was entered into for 
the purpose of stifling competition. 


'•Judge Thompson held that this 
was the case: and the demurrer to the 
petition was sustained and the peti- 
tion itself dismissed. 
':In passing upon the case the i-.ourt 
said that it, was admitted that the 
plaintiff controlled 75 per cent of the 
business of the United States, and by 
stifling competition and buying out 
manufacturers they would soon have 
a monopoly. The bald, naked con- 
tract showed that it had been enter- 
ed into to restrain competition and 
there was no counterbalancing claim. 
The case must be met face to face, 
and the facts showed that the plain- 
tiff by its own admissions, was enpae- 
ed in an effort to stisle competition, 
•md tbis being the case, a contract 
having as its izuport, the carrying out 
of such a scheme, was not onlv illegal, 
but unlawful. Tbe piiintiff had not. 
given anythinir nor secured anything 
that should be protected. 


'•The court said the defendants 
could not be molested in their busi- 
ness nor restrained from manufactur- 
ing anything they saw fit. The suit 
was dismissed. 
"The defendants were represented 


by Bargar & Banrar. of Culumbus.and 
Pomerene Jc Pomeren»\ of Coshoc- 
ton. "

Rioting: Follows Attempts to 


Run Cars at Toronto. 


president Mttchdl Issute an Addme 


to the Public, la Which He Urge* 
Arbitration of the Anthracite Dis- 
pute— Strike Situation to L»t»te and 


of the Industrial World. 


Toronto. Ont-. June 23.— The first 


attempt made by the Toronto street 
railway to run their cars with men 
hired to take the places of the strik- 
ing mctormeu and conductors was 
met with violence. 
Only one effort 


was made to reopen traffic, and th» 
temper shown by the strikers and 
their sympathizers convinced the of- 
ficials that it would be impossible to 
run cars without strong protection, it 
was therefore decided to appeal to the 
authorities for troops and to suspend 
operations until thc-ir arrival. Stones. 
sticks, eggs and stale vegetables were 
the weapons used by the strike sym- 
pathizers to prevent the railway com- 
pany from giving a service. Several 
of the imported men were roughly 
handled by the mob. and Motorman 
Johnson, an old employe of the com- 
pany, came near losing his life. 


Cars were started simultaneously 


from the barns at King street east. 
west on the Queen Street West. York- 
ville. Dundas and Yonge streets. 
A 


crowd had gathered about entrance of. 
the barns awaiting developments. The 
appearance of a car at the Yonge 
street barn was the signal for hooting 
and yelling by the crowd. The car was 
run out to the main track and the 
conductor gave the motorman uie sig- 
nal to go ahead. The crowd called 
upon the crew to desert the car. They 
refused to do so and a shower of 
stones and bricks followed. Every 
wlEd^,..- la the car was 'smashed and 
the crew left their posts and ran into 
the barn. Similar scenes occurred at 
other bares. 


Maentime the civil authorities were 


communicated with, and it was decid- 
ed to call out the militia. Seven hun- 
dred and fifty mounted men from the 
Niagara camp are now on duty here. 


TO THE PUBLIC. 


President Mitchell Issues an Address 


In Reply to Operators. 


Wilkesbarre. Pa.. June 23.—An ad- 


dress to the public has been issued by 
President John Mitchell of the United 
Mine Workers. It is partly a reply to 
the letters of the operators declining 
to accede to the demands of the 
union, which were published about 10 
days ago. Briefiy summarized, the 
address says that every possible 
means was resorted to in the effort to 
prevent the strike; claims that the 
cost of living has increased to the 
point where the miner was compelled 
to ask for higher wages; denies the 
allegations of the operators that the 
productive capacity of the mine work- 
ers has fallen off, but. on the other 
band, has increased; Quotes official 
figures to substantiate the contention 
that the employers can pay higher 
wages -without increasing the cost of 
coal to the consumer; asserts that the 
coal-carrying railroads, which control 
about 85 per cent of the mines, absorb 
the profits of their coal companies by 
charging 
exorbitant freight rates; 


claims that a ton at the mines means 
anywhere from 2.740 to 3,190 pounds 
instead of 2.240. and says that more 
men are killed and injured in the an- 
thracite mines of Pennsylvania annu- 
ally than were killed or wounded dur- 
ing the Spanish war. The address 
also says that in the event the union 
is crushed, which, it adds, is not like- 
ly, a new organization would rise from 
its ruins. It concludes with another 
appeal for arbitration of all questions 
in dispute-

"Washington. June 23-—The opinion 


of the house leaders Is that the pres- 
ent week will be the last full week of 
the present session of congress. Al- 
though no resolution for a sine die 
adjournment has yet been introduced, 
the leaders generally fix the date of 
final adjournment on July 3. The Phil- 
ippine civil government bill will hold 
the boards in the house, except for such 
time as may be occupied in dlsposixg 
of conference reports, until Thursday 
and possibly Friday. Members gener- 
ally are using it as a vehicle for polit- 
ical speeches to be circulated in the 
coming campaign, and its passage by 
a solid Republican vote is assured. 
The remainder of the week will be 
taken up with conference reports on 
appropriation bills and other meas- 
ures in dispute between the houses.
